' It was the general expectation before 
the Oshkosh convention met that Roy- P. 
{Wilcox would be selected by the Coolidge 
[Republicans to make the race against 
young LaFollette in the primary for the 
Republican nomination for United States 


. senator. There will be a variety of opin- 


ion about the wisdom and expediency of 
the convention's choice. 
"We need not' 


undertake to say whether the best selec- 
tion was made or not. Those who made 
up the convention undoubtedly believed it 
was the best, but we must bear in mind 
the fact that they were mostly politicians 
who look at such questions from a profes- 
jional standpoint. Naturally they would 
turn to a candidate who had been active- 
ly and prominently identified with party 
politics. 


There are many who believe that a 


completely new deal, in which a selection 
were made of some man who had not led 
factions or who had not, been ground up 
in the political mill so to'speak, would 
have carried greater weight with the vot- 
ers. A^man of the type, for instance, o£ 
Dean Russel of tfie' agricultural school o! 
the university at Madison, who showed 
consiolerable_strejagth_pn_the first ballot. 
But "who decllned~to enter the race. Un- 
doubtedly the Oshkosh meeting was con- 
trolled by the ultra conservatives, many 
of whom have as much to learn in the field 
of liberalism as the radicals have in the' 
field of moderation. 
Mr. *Wilcox is a 


conservative, and notwithstanding state- 
ments that will be made to the effect that 
he is a reactionary, -we would not put him 
in that class. 
"We think he is a sound 


Progressive, a capable man and a loyal 
American. 
The most that can be said 


against him is that he is a trifle battle- 
scarred, although it is to hisxcredit that 
these marks he received in honorable com- 
bat, and that it would have been infinite- 
ly to the good of "Wisconsin had he been 
successful in the three cornered fight for 
governor when the late Mr. Phillip made 
the disastrous blunder of bringing out Dr. 
Seaman as his personally conducted candi- 
date. 


"With the selection of Roy "Wilcox by 


the Oshkosh convention, the course of 
/Mr. ilcGovern becomes of importance. Mr. 
McGovern pronounced judgment against 
the Oshkosh convention. He held it would 
be a cut-and-dried affair, in which a pre- 
determined choice would be made — a 
sort of hand-picked candidate. Mr. Mc- 
Govern accordingly proceeded to lay the 
ground for his independent candidacy, by 
refusing to submit his name to the con- 
vention or to abide by its conclusions.

"We had enough of that fool-hardi- 
ness in the Blaine-AVilcox-Seaman con- 
test. It should not be repeated. Mr.

Progressives of AYisconsin. Young LaFol- 
lette is the- candidate of a deal with 
Blaine. The issue is clear-cut. It ought 
not to be complicated or obscured by a 
third candidacy.

It looks as though a big power war 


were brewing in Wisconsin between the 
North American Co. and the H. M. Byll- 
lesby Company. The "Wisconsin Gas and 
Electric Co.. a subsidiary of the former, 
is seeking to complete a power line be- 
'tween its property in northern "Wisconsin 
and the upper .Peninsula and in Milwau- 
kee and the lower .Fox River valley. At 
a hearing of-condenffl"ati<Ja~pr"QfifiJe3ingsJn-f 
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Oconto county for right of way, the ."Wis- 
consin Public Service Co.. a subsidiary of 
the Byllesby Co.. opposed the condemna- 
tion petition on the ground that it was 
not made in good faith and that the pe- 
titioner was illegally using its rights of 
eminent domain. 


There have been rumors ever since the 


sale of the Wisconsin Public Service Co. 
and the prompt announcement by the 
Xorth American and the Byllesby com- 
panies that they would each build in 
Green Bay a large steam power plant, of 
a conflict betwe'en these two powerful and 
competing interests. There is'such a thing 
as Green Bay and the Fox River valley 
being made the football of this war, to 
their detriment and injury. "We will have 
to be on our guard lest we be exploited 
by one or both of these combinations. 
"Whenever there is a war between rail- 
roads or public utilities it is generally the 
public which suffers and pays the amuni- 
tion and casualty bill.

Depilatory. 


I know you are not a beauty doctor, but can you 


tell me if there is a so called depilatory" harmless 
to the skin which will successfully and p_ercanent- 
ly remove superfluous hair from the face?,"(C. G. A.) 


Answer.—Nothing will do that, except electro- 


lysis In the hands of an expert. X-ray treatment, 
likewise administered by a competent physician, is 
sometimes employed to destroy limited areas of hair 
T^umerbus chemical depilatories will dissolve off 
the hair'about as neatly as a razor will remove it. 
and many of these purport to "destroy the roots" 
or "permanently remove" the hair but of course 
such assertions are just tricks of the trade. Among 
the chemical depilatory preparations perhaps the 
least irritating and most effective is a mixture of 
two drams of sodium sulphate with six drams of 
prepared chalk. This is made into a paste with 
water and applied as a thin coating over the hair 
to be removed, and left on for 10 to 15 minutes. As 
soon as it causes a sensation of heat to the skin 
if should be washed off, and the skin covered for a 
little while with fresh cold cream or other soothing 
ointment. This '"formula." will not be repeated, nor 
will I send any further particulars or directions to 
any reader. I offer the suggestion merely by way 
of positive help, and I warn you that -while the de- 
pilatory I have suggested is as safe as such a chem- 
ical can be. I cannot assure you that your own skill 
or judgment in using such a. preparation will prove 
satisfactory. 
If such temporary removal of jhair 


is necessary, a small safety razor such as dealers 
h"ave for ladies' use, is the best means to employ, 
in my opinion.

Aviators Now Drop 3,000 


Feet from Planes Before 
Opening Their "Parasols" 


BY FREDERIC J. HASKIN. 


Washington, ». C—When two en- 


listed men of the army air service 
made the successful experiment of 
dropping from an airplane for a dis- 
tance of 1.000 or 1.500 feet before 
opening their parachutes, a time-worn 
theory exploded, and the world sat 
up and took notice. These men were 
taken up 3.000 feet in the air and then 
they jumped. After falling a them 
sand feet or more they released their 
'chutes and landed unhurt. Both said 
they did not lose consciousness at any 
time during the descent. 


Previously it had always been be- 


lieved that a person falling: as great a 
distance as a thousand feet would be 
dead before reaching the ground, or 
would at least have lost conscious 
ness. 


With the airplane coming1 more and 


more into general use it has been re- 
alized that some safety device in event 
of an emergency is. of the greatest 
Importance. And of course the para- 
chute Is the logical answer. 
Per 


haps this is not altogether correct 
since the parachute has been in use 
since 17S4 and not uuntil 1912 was it 
used in Connection with the airplane. 


TRIED IN WAR 


However, it is a fact that during 


the last year of the World war it was 
conceded generally that it was neces- 
sary to use parachutes to escape from 
disabled airplanes. Germany is said 
to have been the first to equip her 
aviators with them. The Allied air 
forces adopted the best suited of their 
ballon parachutes, while the United 
States evolved two typ'es which in- 
corporated the better features of all 
parachutes. 


Eevery army aviator is equipped 


with a regulation a>arachute upon 
each flight. This is also true of any 
passenger or observer who may be 
along. 
These parachutes are re- 


packed and carefully Inspected at reg' 
ular intervals. This is done in order 
that there can be no possible chance 
of the 'chute not properly functioning. 


These parachutes may be operated 


from any position and that is one of 
their chief values in an emergency 
It is not necessary for the pilot to 
jump from a particular position or in 
a special manner. 
He may even be 


catapulted from the plane and stir 
be able to make use of his parachute 
In fact this very thing happened to 
an army aviator a short time ago. The 
plane got out of control and he was 
thrown clear at an altitude of some 
thing below 1.300 fee't. 
By pulling 


the rip cord of the parachute and re- 
leasing it he was landed safely just a. 
few seconds after the plane landed. 


Up to the present time there ar 


known to have been sixteen aviators 
whose lives 'were saved, by the • sue 
cessful operation of the Army para 
chute. Two of them were testing dlf 
ferent type 'chutes, but because thej 
were making the demonstration on 
an army field the officers in charge 
insisted upon their wearing the reg 
ulation prachute 
in 
addition. 
I 


proved a very luckly thing for them 
that they were not permitted to make 
the experiment without being- equip 
ped with a parachute which had prov 
ed Its effectiveness. 


DIFFERENT HEIGHTS 


While it is considered safer to mak 


these parachute jumps from a high al 
titude. a successful jump has beei 
made from an altitude as low as 15 
feet. The rate of descent is about 1 
or 18 feet per seconddd. When abot; 
to land the aviator should face the di

(3) Important price reductions.

With the declaration 
of war • by 


Germany in 1914 the situation was 
changed and every year since then 
las shown a balance in favor of the 
United States. This balance has run 
from a minimum of $324,348,000 to 
$4.016,061,000. As these balances 
gether with the 
invisible 
balances 


representing shipments of securities 
etc., between nations must be paid 
n gold, this has resulted in the ac 
cumulation of a vast quantity of gold 
n the United States. Today the Unit- 
ed States holds about one-third of the 
total gold of the world. As our cur- 
rency is based on gold,—that Is, for 
e%ery $10 or thereabouts In gold there 
taay be. issued' $100 in bills—this has 
made possible the issuance of a large 
amount of paper money in this coun 
try.
